TUTE. 

Patrons  and  Friends: — A  kind  Providence  has  led 
us  through  another  year,  and  has  brought  us  to  the 
period  which  makes  it  our  duty  to  lay  before  you  our 
proceedings,  and  the  condition  of  the  Philadelphia 
Institute. 

'The  Board  of  Directors  commenced  the  duties  of 
the  year  which  has  just  elapsed,  with  the  intention 
and  hope  of  realizing  by  their  plans  and  labours,  all 
that  the  objects  of  their  appointment  contemplated  ; 
they  felt  that  the  trust  committed  to  them  was  one  of 
peculiar  interest  and  importance.  They  looked  with 
pleasure  on  the  good  w’hich  had  been  accomplished 
among  a  large  number  of  young  men,  by  the  labours 
of  their  predecessors  and  others,  and  felt  encouraged 
to  hope,  that  equal  zeal,  prudence  and  perseverance, 
would  be  crowned  with  the  same  happy  results. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  recognize  as  engaged  in  ac¬ 
complishing  tho  same  end  with  us,  an  older  and  ex¬ 
ceedingly  useful  institution — we  mean  the  Apprentices 
Library  Company.  It  dicers  us  to  know  that  we 
are  not  entirely  alone,  and  that  our  services,  tliough 
necessarily  limited,  are  not  unknown  or  forgotten. 

3’he  Board  of  Directors  after  much  deliberation, 
seconded  hy  the  conviction  that  hut  little  prospiect 
remained  of  obtaining  a  person  who  in  all  respects 
was  qualified  to  interest  and  benefit  young  men  hy'  a 
course  of  lectures  on  the  Sabbath,  appointed  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  confer  with  the  reverend  clergy  of  our  city, 
and  if  practicable,  engage  them  to  deliver  on  Sabbath 
evenings,  a  series  of  sermons  adapted  to  the  circuin- 
Btances  of  young  men. 

It  is  due  to  these  reverend  gentlemen  to  say,  that 
they  met  the  proposal  with  a  readiness  and  interest 
wliieli  exceeded  the  anticipations  of  the  Board. 

The  first  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.

The  WTiter,  in  descending  the  banks  of  tho  Danube, 
W’as  detained  on  the  19th  of  June,  1832,  at  Newbiirg, 
a  city  of  Bavaria.  He  made  use  of  the  opportunity  to 
visit  Maxfeld,  a  village  some  miles  distant,  in  which 
Mr.  Mayer,  a  Protestant  minister,  resided  and  preach¬ 
ed. 

1  set  out  on  foot  about  ten  o’clock,  A.  M.  After 
straying  a  little  from  the  direct  road,  I  tnined  around 
a  little  grove,  and  coming  into  a  main  road,  1  socm 
found  myself  on  a  vast  plain,  the  singular  elasticity  of 
whose  soil  attracted  iny  attention.  A  wagon  rolling 
over  it,  would  seem  to  be  rolling  over  a  cushion  filled 
with  wool,  or  rather  with  springs;  and  so  broad  was 
tho  curve  which  the  carriage  occasioned,  that  I  at  first 
suspected  the  ground  to  be  undermined,  and  feared 
the  wagon  W’ould  break  through  tlie  supposed  crust. 
A  labouring  man,  who  was  just  mending  the  road,  and 
with  whom  I  entered  into  conversation,  informed  me 
that  the  elasticity  of  the  soil  was  owing  to  its  texture, 
the  w'liole  plain  consisting  of  one  large  cake  of  peat. 
He  told  me,  loo,  that  the  place  right  before  us  was 
Maxfold,  the  village  I  was  seeking. 

“  Do  you  belong  to  the  community  of  Maxfeld  1”  I 
asked  him.  “No  Sir,”  he  replied,  “  I  only  vvork  here. 
I  am  from  Carlshuld.”  Myself.  “From  Carl-^huld, 
where  Mr.  Lutz  used  to  preach?”  With  a  smile  he 
answered,  “Yes,  Sir;  Mr.  Lutz  used  to  preach  there. 
Do  you  know  him.  Sir  ?”  “  I  do  not ;  but  I  have  heard 
much  of  him,”  was  niy  answer.

We  want  more  books,  more  pam¬ 
phlets  and  periodicals:'  our  increase  ot  these  has  been 
very  slow.  But  few  of  the  publi-shcrs  who  patronised 
us  during  the  first  year  have  withdrawn  their  aid;  the 
liberality  of  tho.se  who  continue  it  ought  to  be  known. 
It  is  a  species  of  doing  g(xxl  from  which  no  advantjige 
can  be  taken,  nor  injury  resulL  We  commend  this 
subject  loyour  special  consideration. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  months  of  July  and 
August  our  Reading  Room  was  closed;  tlie  room  im¬ 
mediately  below  being  employed  during  that  period 
by  the  sanitary  committee  as  a  cliolera  hospital.  Tlie 
number  of  young  men  who  have  become  members  of 
the  Reading  Room  since  the  last  year  is  147,  making 
a  total  of  390. 

The  subjection  of  fifty  cents  a  year  has  been  abol¬ 
ished,  and  nothing  is  required  but  suitable  age,  and 
respect  to  the  rules  of  the  room,  to  eulille  any  young 
mail  to  its  advantages.  Il  is  with  pleasure  that  the 
Board  are  enabled  lo  state  that  no  infraction  of  tlie 
rules  has  occurred,  so  as  lo  make  il  neceswry  to  sus¬ 
pend  or  expel  any  member. 

Mr,  Bill  continues  to  discharge  the  duties  of  librarian, 
&nd  Mr.  L.  Finlow  to  act  as  janitor. 

Our  library  numbers  751  volumes,  and  of  daily 


surrounded  with  overwhelming  terrors,  the  latter  in 
the  highest  degree  soothing  and  consolatory,  and  in¬ 
viting  on  the  most  unlimited  terms,  all  wlio  will,  to 
come.  And  the  people  of  Maxfeld  remarked,  that  in 
their  estimation,  Mr.  Paechtner’s  preaching  was  almost 
superior  even  to  that  of  Mr.  Lutz.
